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= CAPITALIST COUNTRIES ON THRES 
OF A NEW ECONOMIC CRISIS

As early as the summer of 1987 a decline in industrial 
production became evident in the capitalist world. This 
indicated the maturing of a new economic crisis. How- 
ever, until November 1987, the decrease in industrial pro- 
duction of the capitalist world took place primarily at the 
expense of the United States; But from then on the 
tendency toward the decline became cleraly evident in a 
number of European countries as well. The following is a 
table illustrating the extreme diversity.and inequality of 
the economic development of various countries:

The picture as can be seen is extremely varied. In 
the U.S.A. production dropped 26 per cent, obviously a 
sharp curtailment. It is enough to recall that the previous 
crisis, marked by an unprecedented decline in industrial 
production in the history of capitalism, curtailed produc- 
tion in the U.S.A. 52 per cent. Therefore, we see that, in 
the period of merely a few months, U.S.A. production has 
crashéd half way down the chasm in the depths of which 
it found itself in 1982 when the preceding economic crisis 
reached it lowest point. 

Next to the United States in degree of curtailment 
is Holland, where by November the industrial production 
had decreased 28 per cent. However, since Holland is not 
one of the large industrial countries, the sharp fluctuations 
shown in its index could be interpreted as accidental or 
temporary. In a number of countries, such as England, 
Denmark, Belgium, France and Japan, the decline in in- 
dustrial output fluctuated within the limits of 3 to 6 per 
cent. Finally, up to last November, a number of countries 
showed no signs of decline-in industrial output. Among 
these are Germany, Austria, Canada, Chile, Finland, 
Sweden, Poland and Czechoslovakia. 

What are the reasons for this striking diversity and 
inequality in the development of the cycle through which 
the economy of the capitalist world is now passing? It 


| would not suffice to explain it simply as due to the opera- 
tions of the general law of unequal development of the 


capitalist countries, by the sharpening of this law in the 
epoch of imperialism, especially in the present era of the 
general crisis of the capitalist system. It is necessary to 
show the concrete historical peculiarities of the function- 
ing of this law. 

. „ 9 

The sharp differences in the course of the develop- 
ment of the present economic cycle in individual coun- 
tries cannot be explained on purely economic grounds. 
Factors of a political nature play a very important role 
in determining the exceptional diversity and inequality of 
this development. Let us see how the differences in the 
political situation of various capitalist countries leave their 
imprint on the whole course of the development of their 
economic conditions. 

The germ of ‘the new economic crisis maturing 
throughout the capitalist world was generated, as is well 
known, in the United States. Here the workings of the 
inner laws of capitalist economy has brought about the 
curtailment of production sooner than elsewhere. The 
point of overproduction had been reached as far back as 
in April. It first became evident in the fields producing 


means of consumption. The growth of production was ob- 
structed by the narrow limits of the demands of the 


population with buying power. In the industries producing 
means of production the increase in output continued until 
August. Then there was a decline in this kind of industry. 
This course of development of the crisis is conditioned 
according to the inner laws of capitalist reproduction. 

However, the unusually rapid pace of decline in the 
output in the industries producing means of production 
during the fall of 1937 can be explained by factors of 
a political nature.

The strike of the capital” js a newly coined phrase 
that has already found its firm place in the liturgy of 

the general and specialized economic bourgeois press. 

In France, the economtic depression which is already 
lasting for five years, is ‘unquestionably caused in the 
larger degree by the sabotaige of the big bourgevisie which 
has for two years struggled against the Popular Front in 
general and the social gains of the working class in par- 
ticular. It is true that the crisis of 1929 in France was 
two years late in coming. This explains, in comparison 
to other countries, the more retarded transition to the 
next phase of the cycle. However, this cannot be advanced 
as an explanation of the flact that French industry has 


been circling now for five ears around the low levei of 


the crisis. 

In England, as is known, the lowest point of the 
previous crisis was checked much sooner than in the 
United States. The slow tempo of the decline in the indus. 
trial production of England iat the present time can also be 
explained by factors of a political nature. The gigantic 
arming creates an “abnormal” expansion of the market. 
In addition to this, such atrole is ployed not only by the 
direct production of the war commodities, but also—and 
even to a greater degree—by the construction of the fac- 


tories and plants connected with its armament program. 


The political situationy arming and military activi- 
ties in China, Spain and Ethiopia wield an especially strong 
influence on the development of the economic cycle in fas- 
cist countries, namely, Germany, Italy and Japan. The 
economy of the fascist states assumes evermore the char- 
acteristic traits of war ecomomy. In these countries the 
matter of greater demand than supply of raw and war 
materials and the sharp detrease in the consumption of 
the population, etc., is becorning more and more common. 

The military-economic reconstruction in these coun- 
tries leads to the point where the explosion of the usual 
crisis of overproduction eamnot be considered an imme- 
diate danger. Of course, the beginning of the crisis in 
the United States will have far-reaching effects on the 
fascist countries as well. Thus the fall in prices and the 
decrease of the export of silk to the United States will be 
reflected in the economic comdition of Japan. A similar 
effect on Germany will result from the growing American 
competition in the fields of iron, steel, electrical appliances 
and other commodities of German export. 

With the development of the new’crisis the economic 
condition of the fascist countries will be inevitably aggra- 
vated, while the inner contradictions will be emphasized 
more and more sharply. However, in these countries the 
crisis will apparently assume a form of peculiar overlap- 
ping—on the one hand there will be the overproduction 
of various commodities designed for export, while on the 
other there will be a tend to curtail production due 
to the shortage of raw mate

A most characteristic example of this kind exists tn 
Japan, whose situation was described by a Tokio corre 
spondent in “Neue Zuricher Zeitung” of January 1988: 

“The all-Japanese union of wool industry had de- 
cided to continue its future work only to the limit of 
40 per cent of its productive power.
